mand, threatening the kidnapping of 
her daughter Ellen. These letters and 
one received by Miss Darling and an- 
other by Mrs. Pelletier 
wrre mailed 


The first letter received by Miss Dar- 
ling came through the postofflce. 
It 


threatened her with death unless she 
made known that she would wed the 
writer, who signed a black hand. Th-> 
second letter repeating the threat, was 
nailed with shoe pegs to the cellar 
door of her home. The letter re- 
ceived by Mrs. Pellettiere contained the 
one word, "dead." and was signed 
with a black hand. 


"Personally I have no fear of tbm 


blackmailer," said Hine today, "but 
I have the gravest concern for the 
safety of my little girl."

ing strength, have undertaken to meet 
our transportation requirements and 
most generally they have discouraged 
other devices. 
During the 
stage of 


extensive development they performed 
their duty well: but now that the 
stage of intensive development is upon 
us with increasing density of popula- 
tion and improved modes of produc- 
tion the system has broken down—it 
has reached its own and necessary 
limit. An earlier generation declared 
"fire is a good servant, but a bad mas- 
ter::" today but few American citizens 
will hesitate to declare the adage true 
when '"railway" is substituted 
for 


-fire." 


On one side of the transportation 


question stand the railways. 
On th-j 


other side stands the finest natural in- 
land waterway system in the entire 
world—the mighty Mississippi with its 
tributaries spreading 
from the Ap- 


palachians on the east to the Rockies 
on the west and stretching > from our 
northern boundaries to the Gulf: the 
noble Columbia, the once 
effective 


Sacramento and the numberless rivers 
and sounds of the Atlantic and Gulf 
coasts, a net-work of navigable waters 
once largely used for traffic now near- 
ly neglected. 


Dr. W. J. WeGee. connected with 


the bureau of soils of the Department 
of Agriculture, an economist ann sci- 
entist of note, in speaking of the ne- 
glected rivers said to your corres- 
pondent that "if our rivers were put 
to their normal use they would relieve 
the 
recurrent 
freight 
congesaon, 


stimulate production, lower the cost of 
commodities and re-open our waning 
export trade. If a quarter cf the cur- 
rent freight and passenger movement 
were transferred from the railways to 
the waterways and thereby moved at 
a quarter of the current cost which is 
quite feasible there would bs an ap- 
parent saving of half a billion dollars 
annually in traffic charges, reducing 
the current transportation burden to 
$20 per capita or $100 per family, or a 
dollar an acre on land, all of which 
saving might be measured in reduced 
cost of living. Excluding a few thous- 
and well-to-do city families the typi- 
cal American family pays out for the 
necessaries of life an average of about 
S400 per year of which a thiVa goes 
directly or indirectly for transporta- 
tion and once this fraction is reduced 
from a third to a quarter >>y cheapen- 
! ing of the rates through water car- 
; riage. that typical family cannot fail 


to enter on a new- lease of prosperity it 
not of life itself.

Dr. Leonard pointed out 
the progress which has been made in 
the care of prisoners daring the past 
half century and said the* could IK- 
eniployed to belter advantage in tht 
country. 
Such employment would 


result in physical and mental im- 
piovement to the prisoners and in 
greater returns to the state, he said, 
and added that a thousand-acre farm 
such as he favored for the peniten- 
tiary site would ner the state $20,- 
Ot><» annually. 


He declared his belief that the new 


site could be purchased, a new pris- 
on built and the prisoners transfer- 
red at about the same expense which 
would be necessary to complete im- 
provements of the present institu- 
tion. Inability to provide for growth, 
lack of facilities for the care and 
improvement of prisoners and un- 
sanitary conditions were among the 
objections he raised to the present 
locatioi!-
